Mayor fumes as 
woman struck in 
marked crosswalk 


At Jasper and 119. 

Iveson calls for safety 
review of intersection; 
crash leaves 19-year- 
old in critical condition 


Mayor Don Iveson is call¬ 
ing for a safety review of a 
Jasper Avenue intersection 
after a 19-year-old woman 
was struck Wednesday night, 
leaving her in critical condi¬ 
tion. 

Police were called to the 
intersection of Jasper Avenue 
and 119 Street around 9 p.m. 
and when they arrived they 
found the young woman lying 
in the marked crosswalk. 

Witnesses told police the 
woman was walking across 
Jasper, headed southbound 


in the crosswalk, which does 
not have flashing lights. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he has long been concerned 
about that intersection. 

“I have heard many con¬ 
cerns about this intersection 
previously, I even asked for 
it to be looked at early in my 
time as mayor,” he said. 

Iveson said when he asked 
about the intersection pre¬ 
viously he was told it was 
within the standards, but he 
hopes the city also looks at 
those standards. 

“There has been a serious 
incident here and I am not 
the only one calling for a 
safety review,” he said. “This 
does need to be taken more 
seriously than it was the last 
time.” 

Jarrett Campbell, 

president of the Oliver Com¬ 
munity League, said the en¬ 
tire stretch of Jasper Avenue 
isn’t designed for the people 
who live in the area. 


“It’s largely designed to 
move traffic through Oliver 
as quickly and efficiently as 
possible,” he said. 

Campbell said he is glad a 
review is happening, but he’s 
upset it took as long as it did. 

“It’s really unfortunate 
that it took somebody get¬ 
ting critically injured,” he 
said. 

An representative from 
Earls Tin Palace, the res¬ 
taurant where the young 
woman works, said they are 
providing as much support 
as possible. 

“Senior management 
from Earls Tin Palace are on 
site at the hospital offering 
whatever support we can. 
Head office is prepared to 
do whatever it takes to help 
her,” said Cate Simpson. 

Police have said the in¬ 
vestigation was in the early 
stages, but said they don’t 
believe alcohol or speed were 
factors in the crash.

City’s public libraries 
bucking provincial trend 


3.9 per cent more 
visitors. The Edmonton 
Public Library is getting 
more readers through its 
free membership drive 


Edmonton’s public libraries 
appear to be swimming back 
against a provincewide trend, 
bringing more readers, young 
and old, through the doors. 

Numbers in the province’s 
annual report show that li¬ 
brary usage provincewide has 
been shrinking over the last 


five years. 

The province’s target is to 
have 70 per cent of Albertan 
families use a libraiy within 
the last year, but that number 
is only at 57 per cent. It has 
been falling consistently over 
the last five years. 

In contrast to those num¬ 
bers, the Edmonton Public Li¬ 
braiy is seeing a lot of growth 
through its free membership 
drive. In the first year of that 
drive the number of libraiy 
cards in circulation rose from 
163,000 to 228,000. 

Both in person and online 
visits to the libraiy also in¬ 
creased over the last year with 
a total of 3.9 per cent more 
visitors. 

Tina Thomas, the EPL’s dir-

ector of marketing, said the 
libraeiy knows it is not only 
getting people to the libraiy 
more often, but also getting 
new people to the libraiy for 
the first time. 

“I would say with strong 
certainty that we are engaging 
more Edmontonians,” she 
said. 

Thomas said much of the 
libraiy’s focus now is letting 


people know about the wide 
range of services, which goes 
well beyond just books. 

“I continue to have conver¬ 
sations with people I know 
and people who are libraiy 
users who don’t always know 
all the services that are avail¬ 
able to them.” 

Thomas said they want to 
make the libraiy more about 
programs and services like the 
recently opened Malcerspace. 
Generally she said they want 
the libraiy to reflect the com¬ 
munity’s demands. 

“If we continue to have 
that approach on building our 
services based on what (Ed¬ 
monton) needs, than there is 
always going to be demand for 
the libraiy.”

Hundreds 
attend vigil as search 
continues for missing 
Calgary trio

Randy Prevost would drop 
everything in a heartbeat to 
join in the search for his sis¬ 
ter Kathiyn Liknes. 

Instead, he and hundreds 
of thousands of others wait 
anxiously for news of not 
only her whereabouts but 
also husband Alvin and the 
couple’s five-year-old grand¬ 
son Nathan O’Brien. 

Thursday marked Day 11 
since the trio vanished from 
a home in Calgaiy’s Parkhill 
neighbourhood. Police have 
fanned out, searching land¬ 
fills, an acreage outside of the 
city and poring over finan¬ 
cial dealings of the missing 
couple, hoping their efforts 
will yield clues. 

Meanwhile, Prevost and 
the other family members 
lit candles and gathered 


alongside hundreds of other 
Calgarians Thursday night 
for a candlelight vigil at the 
Parkhill Stanley Park Com¬ 
munity Centre. 

“I won’t give up for a mo¬ 
ment,” Prevost proclaimed 
moments before the vigil 
began. 

“My heart’s been ripped 
right to shreds,” he added, 
before looking out over the 
gathering masses. “This helps 
a great deal.” 

Immediate family, distant 
relatives, friends and com¬ 
plete strangers were among 
those that took the podium 
to offer support. One woman 
told the crowd she lived 
“south of Anderson” but that 
she’d been glued to the radio 
and television, just waiting 
for word that the Lilcneses 
and young Nathan were al¬ 
right. 

“I don’t think Calgaiy will 
give up hope,” she told family 
members. 

In the crowd were educa¬ 
tors from Nathan’s school, his 
babysitter and other people 
who’d been friends with the 
Lilcneses for 30 years or more. 

Those gathered heard 
that Nathan was big on hugs 


and that if anyone could sur¬ 
vive an ordeal such as this 
it would be Alvin. Kathiyn 
would have marvelled at the 
crowd gathered as she was 


big on community spirit, ac¬ 
cording to one friend. 

Jeff Liknes, one of the Lilc- 
neses’ children, stared at the 
ground for much of the vigil. 


When he did find courage to 
speak, he told the crowd, “I 
don’t want to think of this as 
a funeral, because I know it’s 
not.” 


Ringroad. 

Slowdown 
the idea: 
Iveson 

The idea of an outer ring road 
in the Capital Region didn’t 
move forward Thursday, but 
Mayor Don Iveson said it’s 
time for the idea to be put to 
bed. 

The Capital Region Board, 
which consists of all the 
municipalities in the region, 
voted on a list of infrastruc¬ 
ture priorities they would like 
to see the province invest in, 
with a focus on regional high¬ 
ways, other road upgrades and 
the LRT. 

The province has been 
considering an outer ring road 
as a possible project long into 
the ftiture, but Iveson said 
even decades down the line it 
wouldn’t be a smart invest¬ 
ment for the area. 

“Our growth plan doesn’t 
need a ring to make it work. 

It needs investments in the 
existing roads and a complet¬ 
ed LRT network,’ he said. 

Iveson said generally he 
was pleased to see the board 
come together on the projects 
it wants to see in the region.

Province reviews funding, students ask for more 



Alberta’s post-secondaiy stu¬ 
dents are calling for more 
“upfront” funds to bolster 
their education, claiming 
piles of loans can cripple a de¬ 
gree holder upon graduation. 

After launching the review 
of student financial aid in the 
spring, a representative of 
the Ministry of Innovation 
and Advanced Education said 
the government is currently 
engaging with stakeholders 
for feedback on the current 


model. 

According to a ministry 
report, the province provided 
$53 million in Alberta grants 
and bursaries, while approv¬ 
ing $384 million in loans to 
nearly 58,000 students in 
2013/2014. 

Yet, University of Alberta 
vice-president of external 
Navneet Khinda said, the 
province could do more when 
it comes to upfront funding 
for potential students, con¬ 


sidering Alberta has the low¬ 
est post-secondary enrolment 
rate in the countiy. 

“Upfront grants meet 
policy goals,” Khinda said. “If 
you want to increase the level 
of students at 10 post-second- 
aiy institutions, including 
students from rural or Ab¬ 
original background, grants 
are what’s going to change 
their behaviour.” 

Khinda added the province 
maintains the lowest comple¬ 


tion rate for students aged 18 
to 34, which is disappointing 
considering Alberta also has 
one of the fastest-growing 
populations. 

Athabasca University stu¬ 
dent Jacob Fox, 32, said after 
seven years of post-second¬ 
ary, he’s facing upwards of 
$25,000 debt. 

“A garbage man makes 
more than I do,” Fox said in 
an interview with Metro.

I 
didn’t know whom to con¬ 
tact, so I prayed really hard 
and I cried. If I go to sleep, I 
will forget about my hunger.” 

Matejlco hopes the wall 
will be welcoming to new¬ 
comers who may not get in¬ 
volved with their commun¬ 
ity. 


“This mural is about mak¬ 
ing them know they’re a part 
of the fabric of Canada and 
we want them,” said Mate- 
jko. 

The wall installation will 
be in the community centre 
permanently.

While traversing Amster¬ 
dam’s 400-lcilometre bike 
network, I witnessed the 
following: cyclists riding 
hand-in-hand, pedalling with 
puppies in baskets, trans¬ 
porting smouldering mobile 
barbecues, crossing traffic 
with occupied child seat on 
the frame’s front and back. I 
did not, however, see many 
helmets, spandex or reflect¬ 
ive vests, even as raging mo- 
peds dodged between them. 

Yet Amsterdam is the 
world’s second safest cycling 
city, according to the book City 
Cycling, with just 0.4 deaths 
per 10,000 people cycling daily 
— and 57 per cent of Amster¬ 
dammers do just that. In fact, 
there are more bikes than 
people. 

How did it achieve that? 



And what can it teach Edmon¬ 
ton, a city promoting cycling 
while wrestling in a bilce-ver- 
sus-cars culture war? 

Aside from their popu¬ 
lations and “festival city” 
self-promotion, our cities seem 
incomparable. Cycling is prac¬ 
tically how the Dutch walk. 

But incredibly, just 50 years 
ago, the number of transports 
via car were virtually equal to 
Edmonton’s. Amsterdam even 
considered draining and paving 
canals to accommodate more 
vehicles. 

After massive demonstra¬ 
tions against cars — killer of 
450 chSdren in 1971 —Am¬ 
sterdam changed courses. “We 
developed a bicycle network 
for the entire city,” explains Ria 
Hilhorst, Amsterdam’s cycling 
coordinator, “so that all the 
important destinations within 
the city were connected to resi¬ 
dential areas, railroad stations, 
shopping centres, schools, 
work — all the daily things you 



do in life should be connected 
to a veiy extended network.” 

What does that look like? 
Picture smaller, eye-level traffic 
lights and signs and a 2,500- 
bilce parlcade appearing like a 
three-layer cake of wheels and 
steel. Picture unmistakably red 
lanes, but most importantly 
picture them segregated — on 
raised pathways separate from 
both cars and pedestrians. 

The latter was massively 
important, says Hilhorst. “It

Simply put, it 
induced demand. In fact, now 
Amsterdammers struggle with 
overcrowded paths. 

It must be said that Amster¬ 
dam is geographically condu¬ 
cive for cycling. The weather 
is mild. It’s flat and densely 
populated. The endless canals 
actually make driving a drag. 

But these advantages aside, 
it provides a framework to 
build miniature Amsterdams 
in our denser neighbourhoods. 
The expanded and re-scaped 
roads on Jasper Avenue, Alberta 
Avenue and Stony Plain Road 
— these were, and still are, 
opportunities to meet Edmon¬ 
ton’s sustainable transportation 
goals, even if we missed them 
on the first tiy.

Privacy. Despite broad 
political consensus, 
there are currently 
no laws that prohibit 
genetic discrimination 


Canada’s privacy watchdog is 
urging insurance companies 
and others to stop asking for 
access to the results of existing 
genetic tests. 

Privacy Commissioner Dan¬ 
iel Therrien says it is becoming 
more of a challenge to protect 
people’s genetic privacy with 
recent advances in science and 
technology. 

“We are calling on the in¬ 
dustry to refrain from asking 
for existing test results to assess 
insurance risk until the indus¬ 
try can clearly show that these 
tests are necessaiy and effective 
in assessing risk,” Therrien said 
in a statement Thursday. 

There are now hundreds of 
tests to help spot genes known 
to increase a person’s risk of 
certain medical conditions. 

But some people may de¬ 
cline tests for fear a positive re¬ 
sult may mean they could face 
discrimination from insurance 
companies or their employers. 

There are currently no laws 
in Canada that specifically 
prohibit genetic discrimina¬ 
tion, although there appears

to be broad political consensus 
around the issue. 

The most recent Conserva¬ 
tive throne speech promised to 
stop employers and insurance 
companies from discriminating 
against Canadians on the basis 
of genetic testing. 

Last year, the Liberal leader 
in the Senate introduced legis¬ 
lation that would stop insur¬ 
ance companies and others 
from discriminating against 
people who are genetically sus¬ 
ceptible to some diseases. 

Past Conservative and Lib¬ 
eral election platforms pledged 
to stop discriminatoiy life in¬ 
surance practices, while the 
NDP once introduced a private 
member’s bill in the House 
of Commons to ban “genetic 
characteristics” as grounds for 
discrimination under the Can¬ 
adian Human Rights Act.

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Israel escalates Gaza offensive; 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv under fire 



Danger. Both sides dig 
in their heels; Israel 
escalates air assaults 
and Gaza militants 
continue rocket fire; 

85 dead this week 


Israel dramatically escalated 
its aerial assault targeting 
hundreds of Hamas sites in 
the Gaza Strip Thursday as 
Palestinians reported the 
strikes also hit a home and 
a beachside cafe, raising the 
total number of people killed 
in this week’s offensive to at 
least 85. Israel’s missile de¬ 
fence system also once again 
intercepted rockets fired by 
Gaza militants at the coun¬ 
try’s two largest cities, Jerusa¬ 
lem and Tel Aviv. 

The Israeli militaiy said it 
had struck a total of some 500 
targets throughout the day, 


focusing on underground 
tunnel networks and rocket 
launching sites. In all, the 
militaiy said it has hit some 
860 sites since the operation 
started Tuesday. 

Gaza militants fired more 
than 140 rockets at major Is¬ 
raeli residential areas Thurs¬ 
day, Israel’s military said. 
Rockets fired at southern 
Israel damaged homes, infra¬ 
structure and spread panic. 
Israelis rushed to bomb shel¬ 
ters as sirens wailed in ma¬ 
jor cities. About five million 
Israelis are in range of the 
Palestinian rocket attacks. No 
Israelis have been killed. 

A rocket hit a car in the 
southern Israeli city of Ash- 
dod Thursday night engulfing 
it in flames. Israel’s emer¬ 
gency services said nobody 
was injured in the attack, re¬ 
versing an earlier statement 
in which it said a man was 
hurt. 

Israel has mobilized 


20,000 reservists for a pos¬ 
sible ground operation into 
Gaza, but for the time being 
remains focused on maximiz¬ 


ing its air campaign. Neither 
side is showing any sign of 
halting their heaviest fight¬ 
ing since 2012. Israel says 


that Hamas must cease rock¬ 
et fire from Gaza for Israel to 
consider a truce.

Srebrenica massacre. 

Bosnia’s pain is brought 
to the forefront again 


The families of more than 
500 victims of the Srebrenica 
massacre in Bosnia have re¬ 
fused to bury them in a mass 
funeral on the anniversaiy of 
the killings because only one 
or two of their bones have 
been found. 

Kathryne Bomberger, head 
of the DNA identification pro¬ 
ject, said Thursday nearly 700 
new victims have been identi¬ 
fied in the past year, but only 
175 of them will be buried on 
Friday. 


More than 8,000 Muslim 
men and boys were killed 
when Serb forces overran the 
town of Srebrenica on July 
11, 1995, and their remains 
are being gradually found in 
mass graves and buried eveiy 
July 11. 

But the perpetrators of 
Europe’s worst massacre 
since the Second World War 
mixed up the bones when 
they reburied the victims, to 
hide the crimes.

KGB spies sent to 
thwart the 1968 
Prague Spring 

Cold War documents re¬ 
leased this week show that 
Soviet leaders were so wor¬ 
ried about the 1968 Prague 
Spring reform movement 
in Czechoslovakia that 
they sent experienced KGB 
spies to help thwart it, a 
researcher said Thursday. 

On the orders of KGB 
head Yuri Andropov, 15 
agents came in May 1968 
to target Czechoslovakia’s 
intellectual elite, a major 
force behind attempts to 
reform the communist 
regime in the 1960s. 

Milan Barta, a senior 
researcher at Prague’s Insti¬ 
tute for Study of Totalitar¬ 
ian Regimes, who exam¬ 
ined copies of documents 
released by Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity, said the operation 
against the Prague Spring 
protagonists was the first 
such KGB action against a 
Warsaw Pact ally. 

“The Soviet side was 
afraid that Czechoslovakia 
was turning to the West,” 
said Barta. He said the 
mission was prep for the 
invasion that crushed 
the reform movement in 
August 1968.

Greek authorities have ar¬ 
rested a heart surgeon in a ma¬ 
jor Athens hospital on charges 
of bribery and blackmail for 
allegedly demanding money 
in order to perform urgent 
surgery, police said Thursday. 

The 59-year-old doctor, 
who was not named, was ar¬ 
rested in Athens on Wednes¬ 
day following an investigation 
triggered by a complaint from 
a patient who suffered a heart 
attack. 

According to the com¬ 
plaint, the surgeon initially 
demanded 1,500 euros (about 
$2,175) to perform bypass 
surgery, allegedly threaten¬ 
ing to release the patient if 
the money was not paid. The 
amount was eventually re¬ 
duced to 500 euros. 

Police said a relative of the 
patient met with the doctor 
and handed him 500 euros 
in marked bills, after which 
plain-clothes police officers 
waiting nearby arrested the 
surgeon.

Bailed-out Greece 
raises cash in

Greece has raised 1.5 billion 
euros (about $2.17 billion) 
in an auction of three-year 
bonds, its second debt 
issue in three months after 
a long absence from the 
international markets.

A preliminary investigation

Greek judges on Thursday 
jailed a ninth lawmaker in 
connection with a criminal 
investigation into the Nazi- 
inspired Golden Dawn — the 
third most popular party. 

Ilias Kassidiaris, a promin¬ 
ent Golden Dawn lawmaker, 
faces illegal firearms charges 
that, if proved in court, carry 
a maximum 20-year prison 
sentence. About 100 party 
supporters shouted slogans 
as police led Kassidiaris from 
a court to Athens’ maximum- 
security Koiydallos Prison. 

Half the 18 lawmakers 
elected with Golden Dawn in 
2012 have now been jailed 
pending trial for allegedly run¬ 
ning a criminal organization, 
including leader Nilcos Micha- 
lolialcos. All claim they are be¬ 
ing persecuted as the conserv¬ 
ative-led government fears the 
party’s growing popularity 
among right-wing voters. 

Police found two shotguns 
in Kassidiaris’ house near Ath¬ 
ens in a search last year, and 
claim he illegally modified 
them and planned to supply 
them for use in criminal acts 
by Golden Dawn members. He 


already faces charges of run¬ 
ning a criminal organization. 

Kassidiaris rejected the 
charges as “a joke,” arguing 
Thursday that the guns carry 
legal documentation. His law¬ 
yer alleged judges had been 
pressured to jail Kassidiaris. 

“How could any intelligent 
human being believe that a 
criminal organization could 
be supplied with registered 
weapons?” Nilcos Antoniadis 
told reporters. “(My client) was

New York. Cemetery 
builds plots so jazz lovers 
can be buried near their 
favourite musicians 


Some jazz fans are devoted 
to the very end. 

At the Woodlawn Cem¬ 
etery in the Bronx, so many 
jazz enthusiasts want to be 
buried near the graves of 
such greats as Miles Davis 
and Duke Ellington that the 
cemetery is developing new 
plots to meet the demand. 

The cemetery is build¬ 
ing about 2,275 new burial 
plots between the grave of 
Latin music star Celia Cruz 
and “Jazz Corner,” the area 
where musicians Davis, El¬ 
lington, Lionel Hampton and 
Illinois Jacquet are buried. 

“With the history of the 
Bronx and everybody that is 
planning ahead, we have a 
lot of requests to be close to 
Miles Davis and Celia Cruz,” 
said cemetery executive dir¬ 
ector David Ison. 

Pauline Smith, 74, bought 
a burial plot near Jazz Corner 
about three years ago. She is 
an avid jazz lover and throws 
regular parties where she 
hires jazz musicians to play 
at her home in New Rochelle. 

“The music is in the earth 
and in the air and in the 
heavens,” she said. 

“I love the idea that I 
could be continuing my love 


on the other side.” 

Earlier this year, the cem¬ 
etery opened up 70 burial 
plots behind Davis’ grave in 
Jazz Corner, separate from 
the new development, and 
almost all of them have al¬ 
ready been sold. 

The complex also includes 
a mausoleum finished in Feb¬ 
ruary with space for about 
275 sets of remains and a 
starting price of $6,000 per 


plot. Four smaller buildings 
planned for the site do not 
have an estimated comple¬ 
tion date. 

The 400-acre cemetery, at 
about half the size of Central 
Park, is also the final rest¬ 
ing place of such notables 
as journalist Joseph Pulitz¬ 
er, women’s rights pioneer 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton and 
composer Irving Berlin.

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Agriculture lobby in some U.S. states 

seeks to have fanning declared a right 


Protecting fanners’ 
interests. Industry aims 
to fortify itself against 
crusades by animal 
welfare activists and 
opponents of genetically 
modified crops 


In America’s agricultural heart¬ 
land, farming is more than a 
multibillion-dollar industry 
that feeds the world. It could 
be on track to become a right, 
written into law alongside the 
freedom of speech and religion. 

Some powerful agriculture 
interest groups want to declare 
farming a right at the state 
level, as part of a wider cam¬ 
paign to fortify the agricultural 
industry against crusades by 


animal-welfare activists and 
opponents of genetically modi¬ 
fied crops. 

The emerging battle could 
have lasting repercussions 
for the nation’s food supply 
and for the millions of people 
worldwide who depend on U.S. 
agricultural exports. 

It’s also possible that the 
right-to-farm idea could sput¬ 
ter as a symbolic gesture that 
carries little practical effect be¬ 
yond driving up voter turnout 
in local elections. 

Animal advocates and other 
groups are increasingly urging 
consumers, grocers and restau¬ 
rants to pay as much attention 
to how their food is raised as 
to how it tastes. Their goals 
include trying to curtail what 
they consider cruel methods 
of raising livestock and unsafe 
ways of growing food. 

Those efforts are helping 


to fuel the right-to-farm move¬ 
ment in the Midwest, where 
the right has already won ap¬ 
proval in North Dakota and In¬ 
diana. It next goes to Missouri 
voters in an Aug. 5 election. 

Indiana’s new measure, 
which was written into state 
law but not enshrined in the 
constitution, protects the 
rights of farmers to use “gener¬ 
ally accepted” practices, includ¬ 
ing “the use of ever-changing 
technology.” The North Dakota 
measure prohibits any law 
that “bridges the right of farm¬ 
ers and ranchers to employ 
agricultural technology, mod¬ 
em livestock production and 
ranching practices.” 

Opponents fear the right-to- 
farm measures could be cited 
by corporate farms to escape 
unwanted regulations against 
pollution and unsanitaiy con¬ 
ditions.

Three years after his savage 
beating at the hands of Los 
Angeles fans at Dodger Sta¬ 
dium drew attention to sport¬ 
ing event violence, Biyan Stow 
was awarded about $14 million 
when a juiy found the team 
was negligent. 

For one juror, the award to 
the 45-year-old paramedic and 
San Francisco Giants fan who 
is now brain-damaged sent a 
clear message about the need 
for better security at sporting 
events. 

The Dodgers “did have a 
(security) plan but somewhere 
along the line that plan broke. 
And it needed to be fixed,” 
juror Carlos Munoz said after 
Wednesday’s verdict. “Hope¬ 
fully we helped to fix it.” 

But sports law experts said 
the amount, not huge for ma¬ 
jor franchises valued at hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars, 
may not change the way they 
do business. 

“For a major-league team, 
it’s certainly a reminder that 
security is crucial,” said Mi¬ 
chael McCann, founding dir¬ 
ector of the Sports and Enter¬ 
tainment Law Institute at the 
University of New Hampshire. 

However, he added, “I don’t 
think it’s going to be a game- 
changer in terms of how teams 
look at security.”

A gunman dressed as a deliv- 
eiy man forced his way into 
his sister-in-law’s suburban 
Houston home where he held 
her children at gunpoint until 
their parents arrived. Then he 
opened fire, killing four of the 
children and the two adults, 
law enforcement officials said 
Thursday. 

Ronald Lee Haskell, 33, has 
been charged with multiple 
counts of capital murder in 
the killings Wednesday even¬ 
ing, the Harris County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office said in a statement. 
He is also accused of critically 
wounding a 15-year-old girl in 


the shooting rampage. 

When he arrived at the 
door, Haskell demanded to 
know where he could find his 
estranged wife, the statement 
said. After the children’s par¬ 
ents, Katie, 33, and Stephen 
Stay, 39, arrived home, Haskell 
opened fire on the family. The 
children killed were two boys 
ages four and 14, plus two girls 
ages seven and nine, Harris 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Thom¬ 
as Gilliland said. 

Five family members were 
dead when police arrived.

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India. Plans to build 
colossal, costly statue 
causes public uproar 


In a country grappling with 
poverty, sluggish growth and 
a daunting deficit, India’s new 
budget has set aside $33 mil¬ 
lion US for a colossal iron-and- 
bronze statue almost twice the 
size of the Statue of Liberty. 

The plans in Thursday’s 
budget for a 182-metre-tall 
replica of Indian independ¬ 
ence leader Vallabhbhai Patel 
caused an outcry, with many 
people saying the country has 
far more urgent priorities. 

“How can they waste money 
on a statue like that?” asked 
Rohtash, a vegetable vendor in 
the Indian capital who goes by 
one name. “The government 
could have used that money to 
reduce the price of rice. That 
would have been some help for 
poor people like us.” 

It was the first budget of a 
new government elected on 
promises to revive stalled eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Others lamented how the 
budget earmarks more money 
for the Patel statue than for 
women’s safety nationwide, 
which got $25 million, or the

education of young girls at 1 
billion rupees or $16.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The move was criticized 
strongly on social media, with 
one sarcastic Twitter user say¬ 
ing: “Truly #budget2014 has 
something for eveiyone, even 
Sardar Patel.” The move was 
rated “most disliked” on the 
website of NDTV news chan¬ 
nel, and the Times of India 
newspaper started a Twitter 
poll asking if the statue is a 
“wasteful expenditure.”

Thailand. Junta fires 
railway chief after furor 
over rape, killing of girl 


The head of Thailand’s state 
railway was sacked Thursday 
by the countiy’s military gov¬ 
ernment after a public furor 
over the rape and killing of a 
13-year-old girl in her berth 
on an overnight train. 

The junta, which took 
power in a May 22 coup, 
broadcast a decree over tele¬ 
vision ordering State Railway 
of Thailand governor Prapas 
Chongsa-nguan to leave his 
post in order to make railway 
operations more orderly. He 


had earlier declined to resign 
in response to calls for him to 
show responsibility. 

Police arrested a railway 
worker for the rape and kill¬ 
ing of the girl travelling Sat¬ 
urday night from the south 
to Bangkok. Police said he 
had confessed to the crime 
and to tossing her body from 
the car. It was not found until 
Tuesday morning. The crime 
sparked a public outcry call¬ 
ing for capital punishment

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Group calls for ban 
on two chemicals 
in consumer goods 


Great Lakes. Canadian 
Environmental Law 
Association urges ban on 
triclosan and triclocarban, 
which are in everything 
from soap to yoga mats 


Canada should ban two 
antibacterial chemicals 
used in many consumer 
products that are accumu¬ 
lating in the waters of the 
Great Lakes, a report issued 
Thursday said. 

The report, from the 
Canadian Environmental 
Law Association, also sug¬ 
gested Canada, the United 
States and all provinces and 
states bordering the Great 
Lakes should prohibit use 
of the chemicals and assess 


proposed alternatives be¬ 
fore they are used. 

The two products are 
triclosan and triclocarban, 
which are used alone and 
together in products such 
as toothpaste, body washes, 
bar soap and clothing. The 
chemicals are even found in 
yoga mats. 

Used for decades, the 
chemicals have been com¬ 
ing under increasing scru¬ 
tiny in recent years. 

In December, the U.S. 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration announced it was 
reconsidering the safety 
of antibacterial soaps and 
other antibacterial person¬ 
al care products because 
of concerns the chemicals 
they contain may disrupt 
human hormones and con¬ 
tribute to the development 
of antibiotic resistance. 


Then in May, Minne¬ 
sota made headlines when 
it banned triclosan. The 
report called triclosan a 
chemical of high concern 
and triclocarban a chem¬ 
ical that should be replaced 
with safer alternatives. 

Those rankings were 
based on an analysis the 
group conducted using a 
tool called the GreenScreen 
assessment. It measures a 
chemical’s impact against 
18 human health and en¬ 
vironmental criteria, such 
as whether there is evi¬ 
dence they cause reproduct¬ 
ive toxicity, endocrine ac¬ 
tivity, eye irritation or skin 
sensitivity. It also looks at 
whether the chemicals are 
flammable and whether 
they accumulate in the en¬ 
vironment.

Samsung Electronics. 

Fresh claim of child 
labour at China supplier 


Samsung is facing a fresh ac¬ 
cusation that one of its China 
suppliers hired children to 
meet production targets dur¬ 
ing a period of high demand 
from the South Korean elec¬ 
tronics giant. 

Samsung Electronics Co. 
said Thursday it is looking into 
the allegation by China Labor 
Watch that its supplier Shin- 
yang Electronics in Dongguan 
hired children and student 
workers under the legal work¬ 
ing age. 

The New York-based labour 
watchdog said children were 
hired during a busy production 
period, worked for 11 hours a 
day without overtime pay and 
without social insurance. They 
usually left employment after 


three to six months when de¬ 
mand from Samsung declined, 
but without any severance pay. 

The accusation conflicts 
with Samsung’s recent report 
on conditions at suppliers. It 
said no child labour was found 
by an external audit last year 
of about 100 Chinese suppli¬ 
ers. 

That audit found 59 suppli¬ 
ers that did not provide safety 
equipment to employees. It 
also said excessive working 
hours were commonplace. 

China Labor Watch said in 
2012 that Samsung was turn¬ 
ing a blind eye to child labour 
at its suppliers in China where 
billions of Apple Inc. and Sam¬ 
sung smartphones are assem¬ 
bled.

Dawn of the Planet of 
the Apes. Sci-fi simian 
movie swings between 
wild action and thought 
provoking drama 


Richard: Mark, to riff off of 
the old Superman tag line, 
“You will believe an ape can 
speak.” The special effects 
are amazing, but beyond 
the pixel manipulation that 
brings Caesar and company 
to vivid life, there are re¬ 
markable performances 
that, for lack of a better 
phrase, humanize the apes. 
These aren’t the erudite 
apes of the Roddy McDowell 
era, with vocabularies that 
would impress even Conrad 
Black, but simian charac¬ 


ters that behave somewhere 
midway between pure in¬ 
stinct and higher intelli¬ 
gence. I went bananas for 
the apes. You? 

Mark: The apes may have 
limited vocabularies but 
they’re a lot more inter¬ 
esting than the humans in 
the picture. This is a very 
sophisticated blockbuster 
that deals with our queasy 
relationship to the animal 
world and also acts as a 
metaphor for our need for 
civilized diplomacy. The 
post-apocalyptic world of 
a verdant but decaying San 
Francisco is visually plaus¬ 
ible, and there are plot 
points worthy of a Greek 
tragedy. But enough about 
that. The apes are rad, man! 

RC: It sure is a different 


kind of blockbuster. It has 
all the elements of the 
usual summer fare — it’s a 
sequel, things blow up and, 
if that wasn’t enough, also 
features an ape — but it 
takes risks. About half of it 
is done in ape sign language 
(with subtitles) and it’s not 
chock-a-block with action. 
Instead it takes time build¬ 
ing characters and motiva¬ 
tions so when the wild ape- 
on-human action begins 
it feels earned and it feels 
epic. 

MB: Ape-on-human? What 
about the fabulous ape-on- 
ape action? When these 
apes go at each other, it’s 
feral and primitive. WWE, 
take note! And the ape sign 
language forces them to 
act with their eyes, which 
reminded me of the power 


of old silent films. I didn’t 
need a bunch of clunky dia¬ 
logue to know what these 
gorillas were thinking. 

RC: I agree. I think this is 
the kind of performance 
that could convince the 
Academy to consider “mo¬ 
tion capture” acting for in¬ 
clusion in the Oscar acting 
categories. 

Beyond the performances 
though, is a thought-provok¬ 
ing movie about race, gun 
usage and xenophobia. It’s 
masked in allegory and, well, 
a stoiy about talking apes, 
but it touches on those hot 
button topics in an interest¬ 
ing way. 

MB: What is missing from 
the movie is James Franco, 
who brought some lightness 
and offhand charm to the

I always had it planned out, 
to end it when he goes off 
to college. I remember with 
that moment, the feeling 
like there was freedom over 
that hill. You know, leaving 
home, being out of high 
school. It’s just different, 


felt like you were an adult 
or something. I always had 
that being the little denoue¬ 
ment, I guess. I knew that for 
years. I didn’t know the exact 
dialogue, but I knew that was 
the note to hit. 


It’s impressive that you had 
so much of it planned out for 
so long. 

Yeah, not the exact dialogue 
but eveiy character trajectoiy. 
And then we had the luxuiy 
of being able to think about it 


for a year each year. 

Were there any discoveries 
or surprises along the way 
that made it necessary to 
course-correct? 

The thing was such a little 


incremental collaboration — a 
collaboration with incremental 
growth for the characters and 
the culture and eveiything, 
so there was never anything 
insurmountable or any huge 
curveballs that came our way. 

It was all kind of predictable. 
Like, “OK, eveiybody’s a year 
older.” I got to land of work 
through all that. So it was kind 
of as planned. 

He’s not the most talkative 
protagonist. 

I wanted it to mirror how life 
feels. When you’re a little kid, 
your parents are doing all the 
talking. You go where they go, 
you’re so beholden to them, 
but as you get older you gain 
more agency and suddenly it’s 
your tastes that dictate. So that 
seemed to me developmentally 
somewhat accurate. And he’s a 
pretty laid-back guy, actually. 

When you cast Ellar as a kid, 
was there any concern about 
how he might grow up as 
far as his personality or his 
looks? 

If he had become a significant¬ 
ly different guy? I knew that 
he would become himself and 


the film would go there, so if 
he had ended up a 200-pound 
football player, it would be a 
similar story about a guy who 
... becomes a 200-pound foot¬ 
ball player. It would touch on 
a lot of the same things, prob¬ 
ably, but in a different vessel. 

Given how much the 
independent world has 
changed since you started, 
how do you think you’d go 
about making a debut film 
in 2014? 

Oh gosh. I don’t know, I 
think it’s easier to make a 
film now. There are a lot 
more films made. I think it’s 
harder to get them seen, it’s 
harder to have any cultural 
impact or be seen much, so 
that’s the challenge. I think 
a lot of it is the indie audi¬ 
ence has gotten older, and 
I think young people aren’t 
necessarily picking up the 
indies. The ubiquity maybe 
of the technology makes ac¬ 
tually consuming films in a 
strange way less of a big deal 
for them. They just down¬ 
load them and whatever. It’s 
a struggle to get them out 
there.

Even in 
the face of death, 
Roger Ebert let 
filmmaker Steve James 
in to share his story

In the documentary Life Itself, 
an emotional Martin Scorsese 
explains how the late film critic 
Roger Ebert arranged a tribute 
for him at the 1982 Toronto 
International Film Festival 
that helped resurrect the direc¬ 
tor’s career after a rough spell. 
The Chicago Sun-Times critic 
was close friends with Scorsese, 
as he had been with a host of 
directors whose films he re¬ 
viewed over his iconic 46-year 
career. 

Steve James, the filmmaker 
behind the 1994 Oscar-nom¬ 
inated documentaiy Hoop 
Dreams, was not one of them. 

But that didn’t prevent the 
documentarian — whose films 
were invariably praised by 


Ebert — from adapting the crit¬ 
ic’s 2011 memoir Life Itself into 
the titular documentary, which 
has been met with critical ac¬ 
claim since premiering at the 
Sundance Film Festival in Janu- 
aiy. “I don’t think he wanted 
that kind of relationship with 
me and I didn’t know it was 
possible,” James tells Metro in 
an interview. “But for what it’s 
worth, I do think it served the 
movie because I came into his 
life veiy much an outsider and 
I had no real baggage or friend¬ 
ship.” 

The two-hour documentaiy 
is a poignant portrait of the out¬ 
spoken critic, who passed away 
in April 2013 after a decade- 
long battle with thyroid cancer. 

Rather than a generic, talk¬ 
ing head-strewn profile, Life It¬ 
self carefully reflects the scope 
of Ebert’s interests and his 
mercurial nature. “He made it 
clear from the get-go that he 
expected I’d do an honest and 
multi-faceted portrait of him,” 
says James. 

“I think that was something 
he had prized in my other films 
— that they present people in 
a three-dimensional light — so 
he expected that to be the case 


here because that’s the kind of 
film he’d want to see whether it 
was on him or not.” 

James’ previous films 
such as The Interrupters, on a 
group of violence counselors 
in troubled Chicago neigh¬ 
bourhoods, and Hoop Dreams, 
about two young basketball 
players, had followed a colour¬ 
ful cast of characters. He says 
switching gears to focus on 
one, high-profile individual was 
a welcome change. 

“The idea of doing a biog¬ 
raphy on someone who has 
this fascinating life was kind 
of exciting for me because I 
haven’t done any films like 
that,” he said. “And to do it on 
someone who was famous and 
beloved — these were all new 
territories for me. Having done 
as many films as I have over the 
years, you relish opportunities 
to tell different kinds of stories 
in different ways.” 

But while James had five 
years with the boys of Hoop 
Dreams, the director would 
only have four months of film¬ 
ing with Ebert before he passed 
away. Moreover, the critic was 
hospitalized for almost the 
entire period, leaving James to 


question how much of his con¬ 
dition to cover. 

Ebert’s cancer left the lower 
portion of his face disfigured 
due to multiple chin, throat 
and mouth surgeries, and he 
also suffered from a serious 
hip fracture. “Roger was strug¬ 
gling with recoveiy, and then 
setbacks, but to let me film 
a rehab sequence where he’s 
really struggling, that was 
pretty brave of him,” the direc¬ 
tor says. “He could have veiy 
easily said, ‘I might get better. 
Don’t film me in rehab,’ and I 
would have totally understood, 
but he allowed us.” 

It was the kind of man he 
was, adds James, and for view¬ 
ers unfamiliar with Ebert’s re¬ 
views or television show with 
the late film critic Gene Sislcel, 
the director assures Life Itself is 
about more than someone who 
spent his days scribbling in 
dark rooms. “The film is about 
an incredible life that was full of 
adventure and ups and downs, 
and it’s a film about Roger’s 
significance to culture and his 
importance,” says James. “But I 
think it’s also about a guy who 
— like [Ebert’s wife] Chaz says 
—just lived his life out loud.”

The Coen brothers are 
equally adept at straddling 
grim and grin-inducing ma¬ 
terial, known for their work 
on The Big Lebowslci, Inside 
Llewyn Davis and O Brother, 
Where Art Thou? on the one 
hand, and No Country for 
Old Men, Fargo and True Grit 
on the other, though tend¬ 
ing toward dark comedy in 
recent years. 

As for Hail Caesar, the 
Coens have in mind a story 
about a 1950s Hollywood 
fixer whose job it is to make 


sure one studio’s roster of ac¬ 
tors are happy — or at least 
compliant. 

Josh Brolin and George 
Clooney are already on 
board, while Scarlett Johans¬ 


son, Tilda Swinton and Ralph 
Fiennes are also in discus¬ 
sions, as Variety reports, 
with production to start in 
fall of this year.

Game of statuettes. 
Fantasy series scores 19 
nominations, leading 
Fargo and American 
Horror Story: Coven 


The sprawling and bloodthirsty 
saga Game of Thrones, defying 
the Emmy Awards’ begrudg¬ 
ing respect for such fantasy 
fare, emerged as the leader in 
the nominations announced 
Thursday with 19 bids, includ¬ 
ing best drama series. 

Other top nominees includ¬ 
ed a pair of ambitious mini¬ 
series, Fargo, with 18 bids, and 
American Horror Stoiy: Coven, 
with 17. The AIDS drama The 
Normal Heart received 16 
nominations, including best 
TV movie. The meth kingpin 
tale Breaking Bad got 16 bids 
for its final season, including 
best drama and a best actor 
nod for star Biyan Cranston. 

The 66th Primetime Emmy 
Awards ceremony will have 
big-screen star power to spare. 
This year’s Academy Awards 
best-actor winner Matthew 
McConaughey (Dallas Buyers 
Club) and nominee Chiwetel 
Ejiofor (12 Years a Slave) are 
both nominees for TV projects, 
as is past Oscar winner Juba 
Roberts. 

In the competitive best- 
drama series categoiy, Game 
of Thrones will compete with 
Breaking Bad, Downton Abbey, 
House of Cards, Mad Men and 
True Detective. 

Whether HBO’s Game of 
Thrones can take home the 
top trophy is another question: 
Only one fantasy or sci-fi ser¬ 
ies, Lost, has ever captured it, 
according to Tom O’Neil, au¬ 
thor of The Emmys and organ¬ 
izer of the Gold Derby awards 
site. 

Netflix’s House of Cards, 
which made a breakthrough 
last year as the first online 


series nominated for a major 
award, has the chance again to 
grab Emmy gold. 

Orange is the New Black, 
also from Netflix, leaped that 
barrier on the flip side this 
time around with a bid for best 
comedy series, along with a 
nod for star Taylor Schilling. 

Also competing for best 
comedy honours are The Big 
BangTheoiy, Louie, Silicon Val¬ 
ley, Veep, and Modem Family, 
a four-time winner that has 
the chance to tie Frasier as the 
all-time winning sitcom with 
one more award. 

Orange is the New Black, a 
prison-set hybrid “dramedy,” 
could have been entered in 
either the drama or comedy 
categoiy, and the decision to 
go for the latter paid off. 

Another categoiy-buster 
is Tme Detective, the dark- 
hearted Southern drama that 
starred McConaughey and 
Woody Harrelson. It was en¬ 
tered in the series category 


although it had a close-ended 
story and its stars have indi¬ 
cated they don’t plan on re¬ 
turning for the show’s second 
season. 

But the crime anthology 
qualifies as a series because of 
the “created by” credit given 
to Nic Pizzolatto by the Writ¬ 
ers Guild of America, said 
John Leverence, the TV acad¬ 
emy’s senior vice-president for 
awards. That credit serves as a 
“marker” to help determine a 
program’s first-year Emmy cat¬ 
egorization, which can be am¬ 
biguous, Leverence said. 

McConaughey and Har¬ 
relson both will vie for best 
drama actor honours, along 
with four-time winner Cran¬ 


ston for Breaking Bad, Jon 
Hamm for Mad Men, Kevin 
Spacey for House of Cards, and 
Jeff Daniels for The Newsroom, 
who won the Emmy last year. 

Nominees in the lead ac¬ 
tress drama categoiy are last 
year’s winner, Homeland star 
Claire Danes along with Lizzy 
Caplan for Masters of Sex, 
Michelle Doclceiy for Downton 
Abbey, Julianna Margulies for 
The Good Wife, Kerry Wash¬ 
ington for Scandal and Robin 
Wright for House of Cards. 

For comedy series, the 
lead actor nods went to Don 
Cheadle for House of Lies, 
Louis C.K. for Louie, Ricky Ger¬ 
vais for Derek, Matt LeBlanc 
for Episodes, William H. Macy

• Other Canadian Emmy 
nominees include Degrassi 
for outstanding children’s 
program and Toronto- 
raised Maurice LaMarche 
for outstanding character 
voice-over performance 
for Futurama (he's twice 
won the category). 


• Barry Julien of Montreal, 
meanwhile, is among al¬ 
most 20 people nominated 
on The Colbert Report for 
outstanding writing for a 
variety series. 


• One notable Canadian 
omission Thursday 
was Orphan Black star 
Tatiana Maslany, who 
was snubbed in the lead 
dramatic actress category.

‘Absolute freedom.’ 
Filmmaker lets his 
gruesome imagination 
run wild with new show 
based on book trilogy

The week he started filming 
on his FX show The Strain, 
filmmaker Guillermo del Toro 
(Pan’s Labyrinth, Pacific Rim) 
received the best phone call 
he’d ever gotten from anyone 
in a position of power in Holly¬ 
wood. It was from John Land- 
graf, the station’s CEO. 

“He said, ‘Look, I want you 
to know we encourage creators 
to be as wild and as free and 


as daring as they need to be. I 
want you to know this before 
you start shooting so you can 
feel the absolute freedom to do 
this,”’ del Toro recalls. “I have 
never gotten that phone call! 
I’ve gotten that phone call on 
my Spanish movies, but never 
on a Hollywood project.” 

TV might seem an odd place 
for del Toro, especially since 
The Strain, debuting on FX Can¬ 


ada on July 13, is a sometimes 
gory mash-up of the vampire 
movie, the pandemic saga and 
the CSI-style procedural. In it, 
an old, odd strain of vampirism 
infects a flight, killing most but 
leaving a handful alive to quick¬ 
ly spread the virus around New 
York City and beyond. 

The vampires aren’t kind 
to their victims. In the first 
episode, one gets his head

smashed like a watermelon 
— the kind of sight usually 
exclusive to premium cable. 
“There were never any cre¬ 
ative restrictions,” del Toro 
says, laughing. “We needed to 
show the vampires were veiy 
brutal in their feeding. They 
are not romantic vampires. 
They’re vicious parasites.” 

Del Toro originally pitched 
The Strain to Fox back in 2006, 
but things didn’t work out. So 
he and co-writer Chuck Hogan 
wrote it as a trilogy of books. 
While writing, they never im¬ 
agined it becoming a TV show, 
nor a movie. 

“I make movies and I know 
that a lot of the places we 
wanted to take (The Strain) 
would be veiy restricted cre¬ 
atively if we had a huge invest¬ 
ment behind it,” del Toro says. 

He cites as one thing that 
would never fly in the mov¬ 
ies is one infected character, 
a rock star, whose biological

itals, effectively turning him 
into a Ken doll. “That would 
be a hard sell to the studios.” 

Only the first episode is 
directed by del Toro. But he 
monitors eveiy aspect of pro¬ 
duction. The Strain is also del 
Toro’s first foray into TV since 
his pre-film days, when he 
cut his teeth on Mexican tele¬ 
vision. Doing the show is also 
reminiscent for him of his 
early low-budget films, like 
Chronos.

“I chose a very strange pro¬ 
fession for someone who had 
such body issues,” says actor 
Corey Stoll, who, at 38, not 
only has a thriving career but 
also a ripped physique that 
could shame a couch potato 
into hitting the gym. 

Still, he can’t dismiss his 
past. As a teen he was fat — 
veiy fat — he reports, with 
his six-foot-two frame then 
carrying some 100 pounds 
more than his current 210. 

Starring in the new FX 
thriller The Strain (premier¬ 
ing Sunday at 10 p.m. EDT), 
Stoll has leading-man char¬ 
isma as a Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention hero 


pitted against a viral out¬ 
break threatening the planet. 

Meanwhile, viewers of the 
Netflix drama House of Cards 
can get a head-to-toe look at 
him in the buff in the series 
premiere’s bedroom scene. 
And in episode 5, a tour de 
force interlude with star 
Kevin Spacey leads to Stoll, 
undressed, planted in a bath¬ 
tub. 

In those sequences, filmed 
a few years ago, he’s clearly 
in terrific condition. “I’m 
not quite in that shape right 
now,” he says with a self-effa¬ 
cing laugh. “But I’m OK.” 

Even so, he still sees a fat 
kid in the mirror, he says, an 


admission that should com¬ 
fort everyone who sees only 
flaws in their own reflection. 

“I chose a profession 
where eveiybody looks at 
me!” he marvels.

But at 
this point, I’m at peace with 
the fact that I have a certain 


degree of dysmorphia,” that 
chronic concern over a per¬ 
ceived defect in one’s physic¬ 
al appearance.

Music streaming 
service Spotify to 
launch in Canada 

The online music streaming 
service Spotify is hinting 
that it will be coming to 
Canada soon. 

The company, which 
was founded by Swedish 
entrepreneur Daniel Elc 
in 2006, pioneered the 
concept of granting Inter¬ 
net users access to a huge 
catalogue of music they 
could freely stream without 
having to purchase songs or 
albums a la carte. 

Spotify had signalled in 
2009 that it was looking to 
move into Canada within 
months but never did. But 
a number of competitors 
did launch in Canada in 
recent years, including 
Deezer, Rara, Rdio and most 
recently, Google Play Music. 

No launch date for 
Spotify in Canada has been 
released but the company 
says users will start getting 
access to the service in the 
“coming months.” Can¬ 
adians can register for early 
access at spotify.ca.

Actor developing TV show 
in which he plays ‘Rob Ford-type’ mayor 



Actor Alec Baldwin wants 
to bring some of Toronto’s 
mayoral drama to the small 
screen. 

Baldwin is currently de¬ 
veloping a new TV show 
with NBC where he would 
play a Rob Ford-lilce charac¬ 
ter, a source close to the pro¬ 
duction confirmed. 

The source declined to 
comment on the details of 
the show, but entertainment 
website Deadline Hollywood 
reported the project would 
be a one-hour cable series, 
with Baldwin playing the 
central character, a “Rob 
Ford-type mayor of New 
York.” 

The former 30 Rock star 
will also reportedly be an 
executive producer on the 
show, along with Cary Bro- 
lcaw. 

Fiction writer Wells Tow¬ 
er is reportedly writing the 
series pilot. 

Baldwin had previously 
mused about becoming may¬ 
or of the Big Apple in real 
life, saying he might take a 
run at the job after learning 
more about what respon¬ 
sibilities the position entails.

Though vodka may be 
king of the white spirits, 
modem mixologists have 
grown bored with its taste 
profile or, actually, its lack 
of one.

The Ottawa Redblaclcs will take 
a passel of ex-Eskimos and a col¬ 
lective chip on their shoulder 
when they go for their first CFL 
franchise win Friday 

“I’m not going to give you 
the politically correct answer,” 
Ottawa linebacker T.J. Hill told 
reporters Thursday after the 0-1 
Redblaclcs arrived at Common¬ 
wealth Stadium. “No disrespect 
to the Blue Bombers, but we 
definitely feel like we let that 
one slip away 

“We’ve got to finish, and 
there’s no excuses.” 

The Redblaclcs jumped out 
to a 21-7 lead in their opener in 
Winnipeg last week, but mul¬ 
tiple penalties and big mistakes 
on special teams allowed the 
Blue Bombers to stage a 36-28 
comeback win. 

Hill is one of eight former 
Edmonton Eskimos on the Ot¬ 
tawa roster for Friday’s game. 

Hill was a veteran and a 
longtime loclcer-room leader 
for the Eskimos, but was let go 
in the off-season as the team 
remodelled its defence under 
new head coach Chris Jones. 

Hill said he doesn’t feel any

added incentive to win on his 
former home turf against his 
old teammates. 

“I’m always fired up to just 
have the opportunity to play,” 
he said. 

Not so for fellow Redblaclc 
and former Eskimos receiver 
Marcus Hemy, who was picked 
up by Ottawa after failing a 


training camp medical in Ed¬ 
monton. 

Henry was asked if he was 
OK with how things ended for 
him in Edmonton. 

“At first, no, I wasn’t OK 
with it. It was (a) surprise to 
me, too,” he said. “But coming 
through the loclcer-room after 
I got released, the guys picking 
me up and stuff, I got over it 
pretty quick. 

But it still stings a bit, he 
added. 

“Whenever you get released 
by a team and you go back and 
play them, there’s always a chip 
on your shoulder,” he said. 

The ex-Eslcimos are also in 


the Ottawa coaching ranks, 
including head coach Rick 
Campbell, a former longtime 
assistant with Edmonton. He 
said they need to reduce the 
penalties and protect the foot¬ 
ball from an Edmonton defence 
that has already intercepted 
seven balls en route to a 2-0 
record. 

“We need to take care of the 
football,” said Campbell. 

Against Winnipeg, the Red- 
blaclcs were flagged 16 times 
for 120 yards and gave up big 
plays on special teams. 

On the Eskimos side, 
quarterback Mike Reilly said 
they need to execute better in 


the red zone. 

So far, the Eskimos have 
scored three TDs in seven trips 
inside the 20-yard line. 

Reilly said it’s not a question 
of plays or play calling, but exe¬ 
cution. 

“You have to have better 
focus when you’re down in the 
red zone,” he said. “Things hap¬ 
pen so much faster in the red 
zone. There’s veiy small room 
for error when you’re down 
there and so you have to be 
veiy precise in your plays. 

“The opportunities are 
there.

Re-signing of Lowry 
solidifies hard-nosed 
nucleus of GM Ujiri’s 
Toronto upstarts 


There is a trait Masai Ujiri 
seeks out more than any other 
in the players he covets for the 
Raptors, something far more 
important to him than drib¬ 
bling or shooting, passing or 
defence. 

He will open the vault to 
find those who possess it, he 
will take risks because he sees 
it dormant in some players, 
ready to be developed over 
time. 

It is impossible to define 
but it’s led him to make subtle 
changes and key additions to 
a 2014-15 roster now almost 
fully formed. 

“I don’t like guys who cut 
comers or tiy to go the easy 
route,” the president and gen¬ 
eral manager said Thursday 
while officially announcing 
the return of point guard Kyle 
Lowry and a couple of other 
additions to the team. 

“These guys work hard ... 
and you know what?” 

“I don’t pay players, I don’t 
pay stats, I try to pay winners. 
And that’s what you want to 
do. It’s not like they’ve done it 
for many years but it’s a great 
start for us.” 

Ujiri’s work is all but done 
with Thursday’s official an¬ 
nouncements that Lowry is 
back on a four-year, $48-mil- 
lion deal, joined by backup 
point guard Greivis Vasquez 
and one-time Raptor James 
Johnson at small forward. 


Appeal rejected. FIFA 
upholds suspension 
against Uruguay’s Suarez 


FIFA has rejected Luis Suarez’s 
appeal against his lengthy ban 
for biting an opponent in a 
World Cup match. 

Football’s international 
governing body on Thursday 
said its appeals committee 
rejected the appeal by Suarez 
and the Uruguay football fed¬ 
eration in its entirety. Suarez 
can still appeal to the Court of 
Arbitration for Sport. 

The Liverpool star was 
banned for nine competitive 
international matches, four 
months from all football and 
fined 100,000 Swiss francs 
($112,000) for biting the shoul¬ 
der of Giorgio Chiellini during 
Uruguay’s 1-0 win over Italy in 
a group-stage game in Brazil. 

It is the third time Suarez 
has been banned for biting an 
opponent. There were similar 
incidents at both Ajax in the 
Dutch league and Liverpool in 
the English Premier League. 



The incident was missed 
by match officials, and FIFA’s 
disciplinaiy committee stud¬ 
ied video evidence before char¬ 
ging the Uruguay forward. 

The mling to uphold the 
sanctions was expected, as 
FIFA’s appeals panel seldom 
changes disciplinaiy verdicts.

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Mcllroy returns to rainy 

links at Scottish Open

PGA. Northern Irish

Three years after virtually giv¬ 
ing up on links golf, a more 
mature Rory Mcllroy ap¬ 
pears ready to give it another 
chance. 

Mcllroy tamed blustery 
conditions on Day 1 of the Scot¬ 
tish Open to shoot a 7-under 
64 on Thursday, giving him 
a one-strolce lead and show¬ 
ing his links game is in great 
shape ahead of next week’s 
British Open at Hoylalce. 

“I feel I am as prepared as 
I have ever been to play this 
type of golf,” a smiling Mcll¬ 
roy said after rolling in eight 
birdies — six of which came 
in a stunning seven-hole spell 
from Nos. 8-14 at Royal Aber¬ 
deen. 

How things have changed 
since 2011. 

At a wet and wild British 
Open at Royal St. George’s 
that year, a frustrated Mcllroy 
opened his heart, saying he 
wasn’t a fan of tournaments 
where the “outcome is pre¬ 
dicted so much by the weath¬ 
er” and that “there’s no point 
in changing your game for one 
week a year.” 

Coming from someone 
who grew up playing on the 
links in his native Northern 
Ireland, it was a strange out¬ 
burst. That seems to be in the 
past now. 

“I’m going to make it my 
favourite style for two weeks a 
year,” said Mcllroy, adding he 
was “relishing the challenge” 
of playing in the wind and 
rain. 


Unheralded Swede Kristof- 
fer Broberg — who went out 
in the first group at 6:30 a.m. 
local time — and Ricardo Gon¬ 
zalez of Argentina shot 65s to 
lie one shot behind Mcllroy. 

Michael Hoey, a compatriot 
of Mcllroy, was a stroke fur¬ 
ther back after a 5-under 66, 
and former world No. 1 Luke 
Donald was among four play¬ 
ers to shoot 67. Phil Miclcelson 
missed a three-foot par putt 
at the final hole for his only 
bogey in a 68, a solid start by 
the American to the defence of 
his title. 

Mcllroy’s course-record 
round stood out, though. Re¬ 
freshed after a two-weelc break 
that included a five-day trip 
to the Spanish island of Ibiza 
with friends, the two-time ma¬ 
jor winner looked back to his 
sharpest. 

He showed a good feel on 
the greens, especially in that 
barrage of birdies around the 
turn, and drove straight and 
long in the face of winds of up 
to 30 km/h. One of the high¬ 
lights of his round was driving 
the green on the 436-yard 13th 
hole while the group ahead 
was on the putting surface. 

“I didn’t really think that 
was out there,” American golf¬ 
er Rickie Fowler said of Mcll¬ 
roy’s score. 

Ominously for his British 
Open rivals, Mcllroy said he 
felt completely at one with his 
game, the “polar opposite” to 
this time last year when he 
was “not veiy confident with 
anything.” 

Mcllroy has had problems 
backing up good opening 
rounds this season, so there 
is still hope for the rest of the 
field in northern Scotland.
